44Law—Not War" 
By Col. rarranfl Sayvc, Reared In Town oJ F«ilton, Now ,at Headquarters

The change oC the pacifist slogan, 
"No more war," to "Law—Not war" 
seems to indicate that a substitute 
for war has been found as a means 
of settling disputes between nations. 
The new slogan is somewhat more 
definite thaii the former one and is, 
cbhseciuently, more readily analyzed. 
The idea suggested is not new in 
.this country. When the>thirteen or- 
iginal colonies declared -their inde- 
pendence of Great Britain they be- 
came sovereign states, each posses- 
sed of tho treaty-making and the 
war-making 
power. 
They 
might 
have made treaties .or • engaged in 
war with one another. 
HoweVer, 


they 
realized 
the 
importance 
of 
avoiding-internal war and formed at 
first a Federation and later "a more 
perfect 
Union" 
surrendering 
the 
treaty-making and war-making pow- 
er? to a central government. 
This 


Union .became solidified into a fully 
developed national government as a 
result of the Civil War. 
The fed- 


eration, the Union-ami-the Clvjl tVar 
mark successive steps in the devel- 
opment-of law ns a means of settllns 
disputfls betwefip states of-the Union. 
'Do the people of this country now 
wish to carry this process a step 
further and merge the .nation in u. 
larger union? 
Tf so, what step do 
they wish to take? Do they wish to 
re-enter 
the 
British 
Empire? .'A 
worso fate . than thlsi might fcet'nll 
us, for 
the 
countries 
under the 
British flag are uniformly'w«ill jrny- 
orned and well administered. 
Tho 
British arc traders' an.rt they want 
peace/ good order rind security -of 
property .to. give them an opportun- 
ity 
to 
develop thalr trade.. Tho 


British government is now the great- 
,est Influence In 
the direction 
of 


•world peace and the addition of the 
United Stales of America would in- 
crease 
this 
influence.

there appears to be no one advocat-
